The  Board  cited  arguments  irom  "many  elements  of  the 
ovlotlon  industry"  that  conversion  would  be  not  only  an  un- 
necessary burden,  but  would  Introduce  some  degree  of  haz- 
ard into  private  and  commercial  air  operations.  Decision 
was  without  preludice  to  standardization  of  civil  and  military 
systems  of  measurement  "at  some  future  lime."— Am.  Avn.

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THE  AIR  COORDINATING  COMMITl  APPROVES  7TH 
QUARTERLY  PRODUCTION  PROGRAM  FOR  CARRIER 
AND  NON-CARRIER  AIRCAFT 

The  Air  Coordinating  CommUlee  announced  today  lhat 
It  has  approved  the  7th  quarterly  aircraft  production  pro- 
gram to  meel  essential  civil  requirements.  It  will  recommend 
to  the  defense  production  adminisIraUon  the  allocation  ol 
controlled  materials  in  the  4th  quarter  ol  1952  to  assure  the 
continued  production  of  new  aiicrall  and  spare  parts,  for 
domestic  and  foreign  use. 

The  recommendation  includes  the  skirl  of  production  ol 
40  new  carrier-type  oircral!  under  llrm  contract  with  manu- 
facturers in  the  4th  quarter  of  1952,  of  which  30  ore  for 
domestic  and  10  for  foreign  airlines. 

The  C7  program,  in  addition  to  the  40  new  aircralt 
provides  for  384  aircraft  now  under  construction,  approved 
In  prior  programs,  for  a toiol  ol  424  aircraft  to  be  monufac- 
lured  and  delivered  over  the  next  30  months,  from  July, 
1952.  through  December,  J954. 

Non-carrier  orcrofl  (industrial,  business  and  agricultural) 
included  in  the  C-7  program  provides  lor  the  production  of 
12,638  alrcroft  during  the  30  month  period.  July.  1952,  through 
December,  1954  os  follows;

CAA  WARNS  PILOTS  AGAINST  REDUCING  DRUGS 
CAA  womed  all  pilots  against  Ihe  use  ot  amphetamine 
or  its  derivatives,  drugs  often  used  in  weight  reducing  medi- 
cation. Dr.  W.  B.  Stovall,  chief  of  the  medical  division  of 
CAA's  office  of  aviation  st-fefy,  said  these  drugs  stimulate 
the  central  nervous  system  rmd,  depending  on  the  size  dos- 
oge  and  susceptibility  ot  the  pilot,  ' may  cause  aangerous 
effects  in  pilots."  ' 'Ihese  drugs  may  not  be  safe  even  in 
small  dosages."  he  said,  "for  they  increase  anxiety  and  ex- 
citability and  may  thereby  cause  a pilot  to  react  inappro- 
priately in  a situation  of  stress."  CAA  said  a similar  warn- 
ing has  been  issued  by  the  director  of  air  service  of  Canada, 
following  two  recent  fatal  accidents  in  England  involving 
pilots  who  were  dieting  ond  taking  dexedrine  m efforts  to 
lose  weight — Am.  Avn.  Daily. 


SENATE  PASSES  BILL  ON  AIRPORTS  NEAR 
NATIONAL  FORESTS 

The  Senate  hos  passed  and  cleared  lor  House  action  a bill 
(S.2229)  amending  the  Federal  Airport  Act  and  aulhoruing 
Ihe  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  acquire,  construct,  operate  and 
mainlam  public  airports  in  and  near  national  forests. 

Principal  effect  of  the  bill  would  be  to  allow  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  to  act  as  sponsor  of  airports  in  communi- 
ties near  but  outside  the  national  loresls.  Inasmuch  as  it  al- 
ready has  such  authority  with  regard  to  airports  within  Ihe 
forests.  The  authority  sought  in  S.2229  is  substantially  ihe 
some  08  that  granted  by  Public  Low  463  of  Ihe  81si  Congress 
to  the  Secretory  ot  Interior  with  respect  to  public  airports  in 
or  on  close  proximity  to  national  parks,  monuments  and  rec- 
reation areas. 
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
